From the above figures we can 
gauge the tremendous power of air 
attacks to cripple industry by ter- 
rifying undisciplined workers. We 
can also examine the disastrous 
effects of raids upon the nerves of 
the masses of the people.

The little village of Perce, situated 
at the very tip of the peninsula, in

eastern North America, but the two 
items of special imterest are the great 
Perce Rock and the populous seafow! 
colony that nest on the top of the 
rock and on the ledges on the face 
of the red sandstone cliff with which 
Bonaventure island, ‘near Perce, 
fronts the sea. 

Perce Rock, with its sheer sides 
rising directly from the water for 
nearly three bundred feet, and its 
great arch passage-way, eighty feet 
in span, through which small boats 
may pass, is a breath-taking attrac- 
tion in itself, and the thousands of 
sea-birds that nest on it and on 
Bonaventure island added to its, 
rugged grandeur. More than 13,000

Heredity And Intelligence 


Investigation Finds That There Is 
Very Little Connection 

Dr. Donald Snygg, of the Uni- 
versity of Toronto, said that there is 
apparently little relation between 
heredity and intelligence. 

Reporting on a study of 312 chil- 
dren placed in foster homes by the 
Toronto infants’ home and their 
mothers, he told the Mid-Western 
Psychological Association: 

“Results of the study offer little 
comfort to those who insist the in- 
telligence of a child is unalterably 
fixed by its heredity. There is every 
indication that the effect of heredity 
upon the inteligence quotient is much 
less than many have supposed.” 

His survey .covered the infants’ 
homes records over a period of about 
eight years. Only those children 
whose mothers’ intelligence rating 


had been established were considered. 


Dr. Snygg said the best showing 
was by children whose mothers were 
in the average intelligence group 
with mental ratings of 10 to 13 years 
of age. 

The 77 mothers*in that category 
produced 17 children whose “LQ.” 


was in the superior class, a number 
equalling that of both the. other 
groups.

| Those who know all about the art 
of good gardening, advocate as a 
| good, safe rule covering the seed to

he diameter. Now the beginner is 
| not advised to procure a pair of cali- 
pers and work out the diameter of 
the great variety of seeds he or she 
hopes to plant. This is a rough rule 
only. With tiny seed like that of the 
Poppy or the onion, seed about the 
size of a grain of sugar, merely 
pressing into the soil will be suffici- 
ent. With large things like gladioli 
and dahlia bulbs or potatoes, this 
rule will call for- depth of several 
| inches. With peas, beans and corn it

Russia’s New Canal 


Puts Moscow In Water Communica- 
. thon With Three Seas 

Just as digging of the Panama 
Canal divided North from South 
America, the Russians now have 
divided Europe from Asia by the 
Moscow-Volga Canal, which has been 
inaugurated by Joseph V. Stalin, 
President Kalinin and others. The 
canal puts central Russia on @ great 
island of inland waterways, and Mos- 
cow in water communication with 
three seas—-the Caspian, White and 
Baltic, 

Travellers now can go from the 
Arctic Ocean to Persia without leav- 
ing their steamships. Eventually 
they can also reach the Black Sea)» 
and the Mediterranean over this in- 
land waterway net, which is to make 
Moscow a “port” of five seas. 

The Moscow-Volga Canal, 128 kilo- 
metres in length, brings the head- 
waters of the mighty Volga flowing 
past the Kremlin through a series of 
locks, sluices and an inland lake 
called the “Moscow Sea,” lying just 
to the north of the capital, The 
Soviets are immensely proud of its 
completion—a project comparable in 
size with the digging of the Suez 
and Panama Canals—in only four 
and a half years..

Canadian customs officials at Vic- 
toria held 46 seal pelts bearing what 
they declared were bullet holes. ; 

Indians are permitted to kill the 
animals using bow and arrows, 
spears or clubs but use of guns is 
prohibited except to United States 
government-sponsored seal hunters 
under the pelagic treaty between 
Great Britain, United States and 
Japan. 

The skins were confiscated when 
they arrived on board the steamer 
Princess Maquinna. They were con- 
signed to a Vancouver firm from 
Ucluelet, a northern British Colum- 
bia port. Value of the pelts was not 
disclosed.
